“What we are secklng to

Robinson said that there, had 
been a “lerrife Jot of imis- 
understunding’ about Commu- 
nist influence among Negrocs 
“and it is bound to burt my, 
people’s cause unless it is clenr- 
ed up.” 


Any Negro “worth hls salt’ 
would recent slurs or dis 
criminntlon because of his mice, 
but “this has absolutely nothing 
to do with what the Communists 
may or may not be trying to do. 


“White people must realise 
thot the more a Negro hates 
Consnunism because tt opposes 
Democracy, the more he !s ffo- 
Int to hate any other influence 
that Isl of Democracy in this 
country,” he sald. , 


“Negroes were stirred up 
long before there was a Com- 
munist Party, and they will stay 
stirred. up Jong = ufter that 
Party has disappeared—unless 
Jim Crow (discrimination) hag 
disappeared by then as well,”

— Otto 
Abetz, wartime Nazi Am- 
bassador to France, collected 
spicy Paris magazines to 
amuse Hitler, the Military 
Court -trying-him—for-war 
crimes was told today. 

Herr Eugene Feigl, former 
Legation Counsellor’ in the 
German Diplomatic Service in 
,Paris, gald- that Abetz took 
copies of La Vie Parisienne and 
Rire when he went to sco 
Hitler at General Headquarters, 

“When he came back from 
seeing the Fuehrer, he would 
say that he hed pot on well 
because Hitler had been amused 
by the magazines.” 

Abetz, 1 46-year-old former 
art teacher, said .in reply that 
Hitler frequently decorated 
young naval officers, some of 
whom complained that they had 
no “pin-up, girls’ to decorate 
thelr cabiif ond no reading 
matter to-relieve the boredom of 
long ‘patrols.
